' natlonal under the facts and condltlons set forth thereln | We need. not agaln
detall here the reasons or the method used in determlnlng the value per share
of $46.3946.

On the'basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Commis-
sion finds that'this claimant comes within the terms of the Haskew decision;
that she was an Amerlcan nat10na1 at the requisite tlmes, that she has heen
the owner of 200 shares of stock in the Cia, Azucarera Vertientes~Camaguey i
de' Cuba since prior to August 6, 1960; and that Shevsuffered a loss in the
amount of $9v278°92 ~ within the meaning of Title V of the Act. Further,
the COIIIIIIlSSlOH flnds that the amount of loss sustalned shall be increased by '
1nterest thergpnnat the rate of 6% per annum from August 6 1960, the date, of“
loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof. |
